of those which have appeared quite recently, or 
will do so in the near future, and they are chosen 
from the announcements of some ninety publishers. 

Perhaps you have been in a book-shop when a publisher’s 
traveller is calling; he produces his wares and the book- 
seller looks them over, laying some aside at once, saying 
“Not our sort”; others he hesitates over, listening to 
what the traveller has to say, perhaps he decides to take 
one or two copies; again, upon other books he pounces 
without prompting. This is the first sieve which the works 
of authors pass through after publication. It is, of course, 
a rough and ready one, and few booksellers have either a 
various enough business or large enough premises to display 
a really representative selection of the season’s books. 
The list below is intended to serve the purpose of a visit 
to a very big bookseller’s, where business is of an all-round 
description. It cannot, of course, be as stimulating as 
that, but many of our readers are out of reach of such shops, 
which in any case are few. The sieve, too, through which 
these books have been passed is also a rough-and-ready one, 
likely enough to let through books which need not have 
been mentioned and to except those which ought to have 
been mentioned. The sieve is the mind of one man, and 
the difficulty of the task was considerable. Lord Justice 
Bowen once defined intellectual “‘ work ” as making up one’s 
mind on insufficient data ; it is the insufficiency of evidence 
which makes decision an effort. Imagine, therefore, the 
“work” it would be to decide rationally between the 
comparative interest and importance of books competing 
for mention, which the list-maker has not read and often 
upon subjects of which he has no knowledge! He is driven, 
of course, in most cases to decide upon extraneous grounds 
which are very uncertain. All he can do is to put himself in 
imagination in the place of a bookseller who has an ideally 
various business and is prepared to lay down about a quarter 
of the new books presented or promised. The names of 
authors will be one determining factor, yet only in the case 
of some authors will a name say anything to him ; besides, 
men with names and a long list of letters after them do not 
necessarily write the best books of the season. The subject, 
too, will count with him; if it is one in which, foolishly 
or wisely, many people are interested, that is a reason for 
selecting a book about it. The short descriptions and 
puffs contained in publishers’ announcements will also be 
a guide, though a precarious one. “Jf the book really 
covers all the ground indicated,” he will say to himself, 
“it is certainly one of value.”” Sometimes, too, through 
the conventional phrases of praise in these paragraphs the 
voice of irrepressible enthusiasm will be audible, which, 
though it is often feigned by clever advertisers, can usually 
be distinguished. In cases where he recognises it he will say 
to himself, ** Well, the publisher, at any rate, believes he has 
got hold of a good thing,” and choose the book. Even the 
price put upon a book, together with other considerations, 
may be an indication. A good publisher is not likely to 
issue a large, expensive book on, say, anthropology, unless 
he thinks it is an important contribution. On the other 
hand, if an equally large and expensive book is published 
on a very trivial subject, it is the more suspect because it is 
priced high. The very titles of books are sometimes indica- 
tions of merit or the reverse. It is impossible to name a 
kitten without some literary gift, and a book is more 
difficult to name. An author who called his book “ West 
Africa: its Cause and Cure,” might have much to say, 
but it would be unlikely that he would say it well. The 
titles of novels are often indicative of their quality and so 
are those of books of verse. Anyone who, nowadays, called

their poems “ Sighs from a Lute ” would be either a strangely 
isolated genius or a muff; a simple calculation of proba- 
bility would likely lead to his being classified under the 
latter head. Such are the considerations which determined 
the items of the following list, when particular information 
or knowledge failed. 

People find the mere volume of printed matter which 
ceaselessly rushes by us depressing. It may be to an 
author: “In such a flood,” he may well say to himself, 
“ how long will my little head bob upon the surface? My 
book may keep a precarious place on the shop stalls for a 
month or two, then it will be washed away by new ones ; 
and when it goes down into that huge subterranean reservoir 
of accumulating literature, what confidence have I that its 
merits will ever lead a single soul to discover it again.” 
Here he sighs and writes another book. But to the public 
the spectacle of this enormous mental productivity should 
be exhilarating. Look at this list! What a huge broth- 


pot of brains is bubbling on the fire ! D. M.
